Every  flag  flew  at  the  NLRA  Memorial  Day  Doubleheader  including  the  green,  yellow, 
white,  even  the  red,  and  of  course  the  checkered.  But  none  flew  as  high  or  as  proud 
as  the  Stars  &  Stripes  as  race  fans  gave  their  respect  to  our  fallen  heroes  and  en¬ 
joyed  an  awesome  weekend  of  racing  at  the  High  Flyin'  Half  Mile.  The  evenings  spon¬ 
sors  included;  Apol's  Harley-Davidson  and  Cash  Wise  Liquor. 

The  Streets  stocks  lined  up  for  twelve  laps  of  racing  and  Scott  Huston  took  an  early 
lead  from  his  pole  starting  position.  Ryan  Satter  quickly  moved  past  Jake  Huston  and 
Cody  Wall  to  battle  S. Huston  for  the  lead.  Justin  Vogel  bolted  from  sixth  to  third  as 
Satter  took  over  the  lead  from  S. Huston.  Satter  would  lead  the  next  few  laps  as 
Adam  Burrows  made  his  way  into  the  top  three.  A  red  flag  was  thrown  as  the  track 
staff  and  medical  team  checked  out  S. Huston  when  his  car  blew  a  tire  which  caused 
him  to  hit  the  wall  hard  on  the  front  chute.  After  confirming  he  was  ok  and  moving 
his  damaged  car  to  the  pits,  the  field  of  cars  lined  up  for  a  three  lap  shootout  as  Ryan 
Satter  held  his  lead  over  Vogel  who  dove  down  low  into  turn  one  but  Satter  held  the 
momentum  and  kept  his  spot  coming  out  of  turn  two.  Adam  Burrows  then  slipped 
past  Vogel  as  the  white  flag  was  thrown.  Burrows  then  took  his  shots  at  the  Sopho¬ 
more  driver  from  Dent,  MN.  Satter  was  able  to  fight  off  the  two  drivers,  who  hold 
seven  track  championships  between  them,  capturing  his  first  ever  career  feature  win. 
Burrows  was  second,  Vogel  third,  Kyle  Dykhoff  fourth  and  Brett  Miller  rounded  out 
the  top  five.  The  Heat  race  winners  earlier  in  the  evening  were  Vogel  and  Satter.

Fifteen  laps  were  put  on  the  board,  and  twenty  cars 
waited  in  the  staging  area,  as  the  Sower  Power  spon¬ 
sored  WISSOTA  Midwest  Modifieds  were  up  to  battle. 
Tyler  Vanderby  sat  on  the  pole  as  the  green  dropped. 
Sophomore  driver  Justin  Froemming  quickly  moved 
into  the  lead  as  Shawn  Olson  followed  to  take  the  sec¬ 
ond  spot.  Hayden  Hanson  battled  Olson  trying  to  move 
into  the  second  position.  Andrew  Bangsund  and  Ron 
Saurer  charged  forward  with  Jamie  Thorstad  moving 
past  Vanderby  into  the  lead  pack.  Saurer  took  the  bot¬ 
tom  of  the  speedway  and  moved  into  third  while  Thor¬ 
stad  took  the  high-side  of  the  3-groove  track  and 
made  his  way  passed  Saurer  and  Olson  into  second 
behind  Froemming.  William  Lund  wanted  in  on  the  fun 
and  raced  his  way  into  the  fourth  position  with  Josh 
Muzik  right  behind  him.  Lap  nine  saw  Thorstad  take 
the  lead  from  Froemming  coming  out  of  turn  two. 
Froemming  and  Thorstad  would  make  contact  on  the 
back  chute,  causing  Thorstad  to  spin  in  front  of  the 
field.  Track  officials  determined  that  Froemming  was  at 
fault  for  the  yellow  and  he  was  sent  to  the  tail  of  the 
field.  Hayden  took  the  lead  after  the  restart  but  Thor¬ 
stad  completed  a  pass  on  Hayden  coming  out  of  turn 
two.  Hayden  would  then  make  contact  with  the  rear 
bumper  of  Thorstad  sending  Hayden  off  the  track  and 
causing  another  caution.  Hayden  was  sent  to  the  rear 
of  the  field  and  an  over-heating  Cody  Lee  pulled  his 
car  pit-side.  As  head-flagman  Mike  Blom  raised  the 
checkered  flag  Jamie  Thorstad  claimed  the  feature  win 
with  Olson,  Bangsund,  Lund  and  Muzik  right  behind. 
Heat  winners  were:  Andrew  Bangsund,  Cody  Lee  and 
Josh  Muzik. 

The  Alex  Refrigeration  WISSOTA  Super  Stocks  put  on 
another  heart-pumping  race  for  the  fans  in  atten¬ 
dance.  Rocky  Yeats  and  Jon  Stepan  lead  the  field  into 
turn  one  with  an  early  caution  flying  over  the  speed¬ 
way  for  a  David  Galbraith  spin.  Trevor  Saurer  worked 
his  way  to  the  front  of  the  field  from  his  fourth  starting 
position,  with  Crouse  making  his  way  from  seventh. 

Jeff  Kluver  brought  the  19K  into  the  mix,  battling  Matt 
Miller  and  Stepan  while  Saurer  continued  to  lead.  Rac¬ 
ing  action  was  stopped  when  Ben  Johnson  rolled  com¬ 
ing  out  of  turn  one  after  cutting  a  tire.  Johnson  was 
not  injured  and  the  car  not  severely  damaged.  Crouse 
took  the  second  spot  away  from  Kluver  after  the  re¬ 
start  and  began  the  chase  for  first.  The  crowd  was  on 
their  feet.  Donna  Schmidt  moved  her  way  into  the  fifth 
spot  looking  to  pass  Miller.  The  white  flag  was  thrown 
with  Saurer  still  in  the  lead  over  Crouse.  As  the  two 
made  their  way  towards  the  checkered  flag,  Crouse 
drove  to  the  bottom  of  the  speedway,  passing  Saurer, 
as  the  cars  exited  turn  four  to  claim  the  feature  win. 
Heat  race  winners  were,  Jeff  Crouse  and  Trevor 
Saurer.

The  racing 
action  was  tight  for  the  lead  with  Eric  Breeschoten  and 
Ricky  Weiss  pushing  their  way  toward  the  front,  Weiss 
moved  into  the  fifth  position,  and  Jeremy  Keller  also 
started  making  his  way  into  the  action.  By  lap  five,  Seng 
positioned  himself  to  take  the  lead  while  Strand  took  the 
bottom  and  Breeschoten  outside  battling  for  second.

Af¬ 
ter  a  caution  on  lap  one  Wildung,  Skytland  and  Schroe¬ 
der  lead  the  pack  to  another  drop  of  the  green  flag,  with 
Wildung  once  again  pulling  to  the  head  of  the  pack.  Sec¬ 
ond  and  Third  spot  were  up  for  grabs  between  Skytland 
and  Schroeder.  Skytland  earned  the  spot  as  Shaun  Pe¬ 
terson  pushed  his  way  into  the  top  five.  Peterson  contin¬ 
ued  to  work  his  way  through  the  pack  reeling  in  Josh 
Thoennes  but  was  unable  to  complete  the  pass.  Lap  af¬ 
ter  lap,  the  racing  action  kept  the  crowd  on  their  toes 
and  when  the  checkered  flag  flew,  Jeff  Wildung  clinched 
the  win  followed  by  Skytland,  Schroeder,  Thoennes  and 
Peterson.  Heat  race  winners  on  the  evening  were  Bran¬ 
don  Aggen,  Strand  and  Wildung.

With  the  sun  shining,  the  stands  full  and  a  field  of  98 
cars  ready  to  race,  the  first  night  of  the  NLRA  Memorial 
Day  special  sponsored  by  Apol's  Harley  Davidson,  went 
down  packed  full  of  action  and  excitement.  Former  WIS- 
SOTA  Late  Model  champion  Ricky  Weiss  held  off  Brad 
Seng  and  Jeff  Wildung  to  claim  the  NLRA  feature  win. 

With  twelve  laps  lit  up  on  the  board  Street  Stocks  took 
to  the  track.  As  the  green  flag  dropped  Adam  Burrows 
bolted  to  the  front  of  the  pack  with  Brett  Miller  working 
to  hold  his  position.  As  a  caution  was  thrown  and  the 
restart  about  to  go  under  way  Jake  Huston,  Justin  Vogel, 
Adam  Burrows  and  Durand  Peterson  all  looked  to  the 
first  place  prize.  Vogel  charged  after  Burrows  and  by  Lap 
seven  Vogel  took  the  lead.  Vogel  continued  to  pull  ahead 
of  the  field  but  with  5  to  go,  his  car  slid  up  the  track  as 
he  pushed  it  a  little  to  hard.  Vogel  lost  some  ground  but 
was  able  to  keep  the  Brooten  Auto  machine  on  the  track 
and  in  the  lead.  Burrows  and  Huston  continued  to  battle 
it  out  for  second.  As  the  checkered  came  out,  Vogel 
came  across  the  finish  line  claiming  the  victory  followed 
by  Burrows  and  Peterson.  Heat  winners  were  Burrows 
and  Ryan  Satter. 

The  Sower  Power  sponsored  WISSOTA  Midwest  Modi- 
fieds  were  next  to  the  track  with  fifteen  laps  on  the 
board  and  twenty  two  cars  ready  for  action  Jamie  Thor- 
stad  took  the  early  lead  and  held  off  the  pack  through  all 
fifteen  laps.  Cody  lee  and  Andrew  Bangsund  worked 
their  way  back  and  forth  throughout  the  race  while  Hay¬ 
den  Hanson  continued  to  be  hot  on  the  trail  towards  the 
lead.  A  caution  on  lap  twelve  set  the  field  for  a  stand  off 
between  Lee,  Bangsund  and  Saurer  all  looking  ahead  to 
that  lead  position.  By  lap  eleven  Bangsund  and  Hanson 
were  back  and  forth  for  that  third  position  and  Saurer 
fell  back  to  fifth.  With  the  final  laps  approaching  Saurer 
was  hot  on  the  heels  of  Bangsund  while  Thorstad  and 
Lee  pulled  away.  As  the  checkered  fell  Thorstad  cap¬ 
tured  the  win  with  Lee  in  second  and  Bangsund  in  third. 
Heat  winners  were  William  Lund,  Andrew  Bangsund  and 
Brock  Gronwold. 

Sixteen  Alex  Refrigeration  WISSOTA  Super  Stocks  lined 
up  for  a  twenty  lap  action  packed  feature  ending  with  a 
feature  win  for  Jeff  Crouse.  An  early  lead  went  to  Mike 
Peterson  who  took  the  lead  and  after  two  laps  a  caution 
stopped  the  field  and  into  the  pits  came  Jon  Stepan  with 
a  flat  tire,  which  soon  ended  his  evening  as  he  headed 
to  his  trailer.  Once  again  the  race  was  on  and  Jeff 
Crouse  jumped  to  second  with  Trevor  Saurer  and  Dave 
Mass  battling  for  fourth.  Caution  on  Lap  sixteen  made 
the  cars  line  back  up  and  so  started  the  intense  battle 
for  first  with  Peterson  and  Mass,  lap  after  the  lap  the 
two  went  back  and  forth  with  Mass  going  high  and  Pe¬ 
terson  going  low,  then  Mass  going  low  and  Peterson  go¬ 
ing  high.

The  NAPA  of  Glenwood  NLRA  Late  Models  took  the  stage 
and  the  Viking  Speedway  welcomed  Sprint  Car  legend 
Donny  Schatz  to  the  pack  of  twenty  five  cars  waiting  in  the 
wings.
